Rugs and Carpets Sw eep the rug thorough- 
ly. Then, beginning at 


the corner farthest from the door, scatter 
Ivory Soap Paste (see directions below) 
over not more than a square yard at a time.

AYOR ELLA WILSON is successfully governing the 
municipal affairs of Hunnewell, Kansas.

It will probably attract more serious interest and studious 
attention as time goes on.

Mayor or Mayoress Wilson believed in a clean town, in 
a place where boys might be brought up without, or with 
fewer, temptations than are fostered by billiard parlors and 
such rendezvous of dissipation. She believed that Hunne 
well would be such a place if the prohibitory law were en 
forced, and she fought on that platform and won. Today 
the poolreom problem in Hunnewell is dumb, if not deaf, 
and the jointests and bootleggers have sought refuge in 
other towns. But it has not been easy sailing for Her 
Honor and her constituents. They have met opposition 
at every turn, even from officers of the law whose business 
it was to see that the laws were enforced. But persistence 
won. 

For a period of six months or more this pioneer woman 
Mayor was met at every turn by the defiance of the City 
Council. They said on, or with, oath that Hunnewell did 
not want a woman Mayor and declined to have anything 
to do with the regular conduct of the municipality so long 
as a woman was at the head of city affairs 

But somehow the woman Mayor refused to be discour 
aged. She did not lose faith in the little city or the laws 
made to protect its prosperity and life; but she did begin 
to lose faith in those with whom she was elected to perform 
her duties. Finally she was forced to appeal to the Gov- 
ernor of the State for help, and she got it.
